REPORT  -  JANUARY  1933 


- o - 

FOLLOWING  the  decision  adopted  at  the  last  July 
meeting,  the  Committee  now  present  a  seven-months’  Report 
which  will  bring  our  accounts  into  conformity  with  the  general 
practice  of  the  hospital  world. 

Though  such  a  short  period  has  elapsed  from  our  last 
Report,  it  has  been  an  eventful  few  months.  It  was  reported 
to  the  last  annual  meeting  that  plans  had  been  prepared  to 
enable  our  Institution  to  make  another  tremendous  jump  for¬ 
ward.  But,  when  it  was  known  that  those  plans  could  not 

be  carried  out  at  a  less  estimated  cost  than  £45,000,  it  was 
realised  that  there  would  have  to  be  a  long,  long  wait,  for 
financial  reasons,  before  even  the  urgent  part  of  such  an  am¬ 
bitious  scheme  could  be  carried  out. 

After  considerable  discussion  the  plans  were  amended 
to  include  the  erection  of  the  Operating  Theatre  on  the  valley 
side  of  the  existing  buildings  connected  with  them  by  a  corridor. 
This  cuts  out  the  heavy  cost  of  excavating  and  building  at  the 
Southgate  Road  boundar}^  previously  contemplated,  and  moreover 
makes  it  possible,  when  further  extensions  of  wards  become 
necessary,  to  utilise  the  beautiful  sunny  valley  below  and  thus 
place  our  next  ward  in  really  ideal  surroundings. 

During  the  discussion  one  of  our  generous  supporters,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Hydes,  saw  our  need,  and  by  presenting  Great  Northern 
House  to  us  made  our  amended  plans  possible  of  realisation 
by  providing  the  alternative  accommodation  required  for  the 
wards  which  it  is  intended  to  convert  into  a  much-needed 
modern  Out-Patient  Department  at  the  east  end  of  the  Southgate 
site. 
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Tenders  have  already  been  let  to  local  tradesmen, 
amounting  to  £2,653,  for  the  conversion  of  Great  Northern 
House  into  a  miniature  hospital  of  20  beds  ;  and  our  architects, 
Messrs.  Tennant  and  Smith,  will  soon  be  preparing  the  details 
of  plans  which  will  give  us  one  of  the  finest  operating  theatres 
in  the  North  of  England,  and  one  worthy  of  our  great  Surgeon. 
Steam-raising  plant  is  also  to  he  installed,  and  this  will  be  a 
great  development  for  our  steadily  growing  Hospital.  Work 
has  started  in  earnest  at  Great  Northern  House,  and  in  a  few 
months  it  will  be  ready  for  occupation,  and  the  Lyon  and  Tew 
Wards  in  Southgate  will  he  free  for  the  third  part  of  our 
scheme — the  new  Out-Patient  Department — to  be  put  in  hand  ; 
and,  when  that  work  is  completed,  our  Infirmary  will  be  up  to 
date  in  all  departments. 


The  psychological  effect  of  the  possible  attainment  of 
our  ideals  at  a  third  of  the  original  estimate  was  profound  ;  and 
the  result  of  the  fine  Broadcast  Appeal  of  our  President,  in 
November,  was  immediate  and  effective.  The  various  chords 
Major  Lyon  struck  at  the  microphone  seemed  to  find  an  echo 
not  only  locally  but  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  over  £1,900 
came  in  in  the  few  weeks  following.  The  response  was,  of 
course,  quite  apart  from  our  normal  revenue  which  has  continued 
unaffected.  And  now,  though  £6,000  are  still  required  in 
addition  to  the  Wireless  Appeal  and  the  allocation  of  funds 
which  have  been  made  by  our  own  Committee,  from  the  Miners’ 
Welfare  Funds,  and  by  other  bodies  and  individuals  in  the 
area,  to  meet  the  estimated  cost  of  £17,000,  the  Committee 
feel  justified  in  going  full  steam  ahead  with  the  complete  con¬ 
fidence  that,  by  the  time  the  Scheme  has  been  carried  out, 

other  generous  benefactors  will  have  come  forward  to  bridge 
the  present  financial  gap,  and  so  enable  the  opening  of  the 
Extensions  to  take  place  almost,  if  not  entirely,  free  from  any 

deficiency.  If  this  can  he  done,  it  will  he  a  remarkable  piece 

of  work. 
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The  Committee  are  highly  gratified  that  the  services  of 
the  Infirmary  to  the  mine-workers  and  their  dependents  are  ap¬ 
preciated  ;  and  that,  apart  from  the  steady  flow  of  income  from 
grants  and  subscriptions,  there  has  been  a  substantial  joint 
allocation  since  the  last  annual  meeting  from  the  Miners’ 
West  Yorkshire  Joint  Welfare  funds  by  the  owners  and  men 
of  the  Ackton  Hall,  the  Featherstone  Main,  the  Snydale,  and 
the  Prince  of  Wales  Collieries.  We  welcome  these  sub¬ 
stantial  .gifts,  which  are  a  great  encouragement  and  augur 
well  for  our  continued  growth  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of 
each  successive  generation. 

The  record  of  work  done  during  the  seven  months  is 
set  out  elsewhere  in  this  Report  and  shows  that  the  growth  of 
the  Infirmary  of  recent  years  is  more  than  maintained,  and  it 
will  be  interesting  to  know  that  our  already  low  running  costs 
have  by  continued  good  management  been  reduced  a  further 
7d.  per  patient  per  week. 

Once  again  we  thank  not  only  those  who  are  labouring 
within  our  walls — our  Matron,  Honorary  Surgeon,  Resident 
Medical  Officer,  Secretary,  and  Staff  generally — but  those  who 
are  working  outside  gathering  in  the  funds  which  alone  make 
the  work  possible. 

In  addition,  this  year,  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  B.B.C. 
for  enabling  our  President  to  make  his  Appeal,  which  has  not 
only  raised  nearly  £2,000  and  Inspired  the  drafting  of  plans  in 
a  new  form  made  possible  by  the  gift  of  Great  Northern  House, 
but  which  has  given  us  the  immediate  vision  of  seeing  all  our 
present  ambitions  realised  in  the  next  few  months. 

To  one  and  all  who,  in  so  many  varied  ways,  are 
showing  their  keen  interest  in  the  growth  and  welfare  of  our 
Infirmary,  we  say  “Thank  you  very  much.”

Major  Lyon’s 
Wireless  Appeal 

- o - 

I  do  hope  you  will  listen,  just  for  five  minutes,  to  my  ap¬ 
peal  for  the  Pontefract  Infirmary.  I  know  it  must  sound  like  a 
repetition  of  previous  appeals  to  you,  but  to  us  this  is  our  one 
chance  of  speaking  to  a  large  audience,  I  am  very  grateful  to  the 
B.B.C.  for  the  opportunity,  because  we  do  need  help  very  badly. 
Some  people  think  every  locality  should  support  its  own  hospital, 
but  you  know  this  doesn’t  work  out  quite  fairly  in  practice. 

Pontefract,  for  instance,  lies  in  the  middle  of  a  large  coal 
mining  and  agricultural  area — the  people  are  nearly  all  workers,  and 
we  have  only  a  small  proportion  of  well-to-do  residents  who  can 
help  us.  Do  you  know  what  is  supposed  to  be  the  Yorkshire  man’s 
motto?  “Niver  do  owt  for  nowt,  not  for  no  one,  and  if  iver  tha 
does  do  do  it  for  thisen.”  This  is  a  libel  on  us  ;  it  is  not  a  bit 
true.  I  have  been  President  of  our  Hospital  since  the  War,  and 
I  can  say  the  public  contribute  splendidly  according  to  their  means. 
The  workers  for  example  set  aside  a  few  pence  each  week  from 
their  wages — no  small  thing  this  when  coal  and  other  trades  are 
in  such  a  bad  way — but  they  do  it,  and  the  income  of  the  Hospital, 
about  £6000  a  year,  is  largely  collected  in  small  sums,  in  sixpences, 
shillings  and  half-crowns — from  people  who  can  ill  afford  to  give 
anything. 

Our  Hospital  began  its  existence  as  a  Dispensary  120  years 
ago,  but  it  is  only  since  1925,  when  the  Princess  Royal  opened 
new  Wards  and  extensions,  that  we  have  been  able  to  do  major 
operations  and  supply  the  hospital  needs  of  the  town  and  a  large 
surrounding  district. 

We  now  have  60  beds,  and  a  large  Out-patient  Depart¬ 
ment,  These  extensions  cost  £13,000,  and  we  raised  the  money 
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locally.  We  now  need  a  new  Out-patient  Department — ^our  present 
one  is  quite  inadequate — and  a  modern  Operating  Theatre.  We 
had  nearly  800  major  operations  last  year,  so  you  see  we  simply 
must  have  an  up-to-date  Theatre  for  this  important  work. 

We  have  had  a  scheme  (a  necessarily  costly  one)  before  us 
for  some  time,  but  there  seemed  no  prospect  of  raising  the  £45,000 
which  was  required  for  it.  This  summer  our  prospects  became 
brighter  ;  one  of  our  Vice-Presidents  generously  offered  us  a 
building  suitable  for  our  purpose,  and  we  can  now  go  ahead  and 
complete  our  scheme  if  we  can  raise  £17,000. 

I  am  sure  that  we  can  raise  half  of  this  locally,  but  I  don’t 
know  where  we  can  raise  the  rest.  Will  any  of  you  listening  to¬ 
night  send  us  some  contribution,  even  if  it  must  be  small  in  these 
hard  times  ?  If  you  were  faced  with  a  serious  operation  you 
would  want  to  be  assured  that  your  Surgeon  had  the  best  theatre 
and  equipment  at  his  disposal  to  give  you  a  fair  chance  of  getting 
well  again.  I  want  you  to  help  us  to  give  the  same  chance  to 
people  who  come  to  the  Pontefract  Infirmary.  I  want  you  to  help 
those  who  are  really  trying  to  help  themselves. 

You  Motorists,  who  travel  along  the  Great  North  Road, 
suppose  you  crash  at  one  of  those  dangerous  cross  roads  in  our 
neighbourhood,  at  Monk  Fryston,  Ferrybridge,  Darrington  or 
Barnsdale  Bar— and  are  injured.  You  will  be  brought  to  Ponte¬ 
fract  Infirmary.  We  shan’t  wait  to  ask  if  you  can  pay  anything, 
we’ll  spare  no  skill  or  attention,  we’ll  nurse  you  and  make  you 
well  again.  Few  Motorists  pay  anything  like  the  cost  of  their 
stay  in  Hospital.  Will  you  pay  a  little  in  advance,  so  that  we  may 
be  prepared  for  you — just  in  case  ? 

If  I  have  any  friends  listening  to  me,  perhaps  old  friends 
from  Pontefract  now  living  elsewhere,  will  you  send  something  to 
help  your  old  Hospital  ?— please  do. 

May  I  ask  anyone  who  is  feeling  generous  tonight  to  send 
their  donation  to  me — Major  Lyon,  The  Infirmary,  Pontefract, 
marking  their  envelope — “Wireless  Appeal.”
